Entente In European 
Affairs At Present 

Due to tho InablHty of C. Harring- 
ton to read hia scheduled paper, r. 
■WelBsenburgor and H. Heuser led a 
discussion on tho "French Foreign 
Policy." last night at a meeUn^ the 
Historical Club. In the i?M*i«»W of 
Professor T. W. McDermbtt; 4083 Tra- 
falgar Road. The discussion developed 
Into a consideration of tho conditions 
In modem Europe. The evening was 
enlivened by tho InlecUoti of several 
speaVcrs* personal experiences. 

, r. "Wclssenbiirger opened tho 
meeting' by slating that Fnance's 
foreign policy has been largely deter- 
mined by the fact that sh» ha» been 
hoarding gold for the past few years. 
She. at presont,vTiaa much more than 
Is necessary to stablltro her currency. 
France has done this because of Italy. 
France pMrs Italy 

Bhe fears a MussoUnl-Hltler union. 
Kngland and America are Indifferent, 
If not hostile. England has been sitting 
back and Prance cannot determine hor 
attitude for certain. 
' H. Heuser pointed out that tho poli- 
tical and economic history of countries 
nro very closely linked, now-n-days. 
In hl.i opinion the whole crux of the 
• French foreign policy Is tho relation- 
ship between France and Germany. 
There have been some attempts at re- 
conciliation between these countries 
lifter Dr. Streaemann's death, but this 
hasn't led to anything rcnlly concrete 
Party Movements Blamed 

Fr.ince accuses tho growth of the 
extremist movement in Germany as 
being tbo cause of their apparently 
luarsh treatment. Back of all tho dls- 
contPijt Js the Versailles Treaty.' Laval 
■ and Driand's visit tirîBeriln on the'ÏO 
of September helped conditions some- 
what. A permanent seorotarlal yraa 
established, composed of représenta- 
tives of various classes. Certain disad- 
vantages of tho Franco-Gorman trade 
ngreemenl of 102T, wero removed. 
.Also a combination in several branch- 
es of Industry tvus planned, together 
with a method of exploiting^ the East 
cm European market.

By way of Introduction, Profcsaor 
î; Marsh pointed out that the subject 
' of trade cycles Is and has been In tho 
past one of the btfirgost causes of un 
employment and that It Is so vast a 
topic that ho could only summcrlre a 
few of tho bett<)r known theories. ;

Immigration Talk 

Population Not Increased By 
Influx Of Immigrants 

POLICY ATTACKED 



Berry Reads Paper Before 
Sociological Club At 
Second Meeting 

Immigration and especially Can- 
adian Immigration received a thor- 
ough exposition at llio hiinds of John 
Berry In an address before th c^SocIO:^ 
logical Society, at a regular;|jtfMiH 
meeting held last night ih Ij 
Building. 

Tho speaker brought forward three 
Important. points In his address: first, 
that the growth of population Is con- 
trolled by natural resources: third, 
that nil assisted Immlgmtlon should 
not bo rostiirtncl. 
^ .A, ,Ljv|(ia,.Stai.nd«pd .Lowered 
In explaining his first point, Berry 
stated that the natural, increase ' In 
population could be 100 i>cr cent every 
twenty-five ycarn. Due, however, to 
the lowering of wages brought on by 
tho introduction of "cheap" foreign 
labour, Canadians were forced to lower 
their living standard and tincon 
sclously in dplng(80^worp^em^e^ to 
decrease the size of tlielr famllIeE 

In proving hia first point ho. thus 
brought for:\var.d arguments for his 
second. Ho stated that tbo population 
of the country Increases 'with Its 
wealth; Ih proof he cited statistics on 
England's population during the In 
dustrlal Revolution. 

As tho third' point of his paper, he 
expressed tho hope that all assisted 
Immigration would not bo restarted 
after tho present depression. Instcdd' 
that the Government's policy would be 
a limited one; only thoso who would 
benefit ' Canada being admitted, such 
as skilled labourers Intellectuals, and 
those wltb an average bank account 
The régulai? meeting was then car- 
ried on, tho motion being adopted that 
refreshments at îaluni meetings be 
served at the discretion ofi'tltol«c- 
ecutive. The next meeting is scheduled 
for the second Tuesday In December.

PICTURES DIVERSE 

I !IolIection Of Plates Present* 
ed By Howard Murray 
Now On Exhibit 

"The Yawning Abyss of Hell"— 
depicting a fiery scene In which grue- 
some demons carry borne the souls 
of damned mortals by the wheelbar- 
row loads, Is a striking example of 
Medieval Art now -on exhibition in 
the reading room gallery of redpath 
Library. Tho eiditbttlon consists of 
12 portfolios of plates representing 
monuments of the theatre, scenery, 
costumes and great festivals of all 
ages. These are reproductions of the 
originals In tho theatrical collection 
of tho National Library at Vienna. 

Tho exhibit Is really an extraordi7 
nary pictorial stiidy of the' rtso of 
the Drama from' the . earliest Miracle 
Plays ti(> tho- days of Molière. The 
outstanding feattiro'Of most- of the 
reproductions, each of which Is a 
masterpiece In Itself, is their incom- 
parable wealth of colour combined 
with a discriminate delicacy of detail. 
Historical Background 
In the Mlddlo Ages whenever a 
noteworthy pageant had been staged 
a book with pictures In many colours 
was made to, record the event and give 
it permanent memory. Hundreds of 
these books havo been preserved in 
Jho National Bibliothek In Vienna, 
put o( these the curator, Joseph 
Qngorc plÇkfd about 300 plates, and 
reproduced-'th'em Into the "Monumonto 
ScenIca" as it now appears In the 
Redpath Library. The collection was 
presented by Mr. Howard Murray. 

The earliest .scenes were tho alté- 
B0>rlcfîj : Plotuyç 9, of which that .of - a 
festival ship of Diana from a Venetian 
Regatta represents a zenith, of tho at- 
tainment ot}a|lcgorical art There-were 
also German examples of the allegory 
of tho Festival Car, the portable stage 
upon which the cycles of Miracle 
Plays were enacted. 

Religious jgceneg and Biblical stories 
were^ii^^^^S^ects for the Dml 
of tho'-SUji^^^^, as we are told^ln 
"EngUshlSl^^^lRPhen developed tho 
representation of moral ideas, such as 
the defence of tho Fortress of Faith 
by angels against the assaults of a 
"salanic crow" . of evil spirits. This 
latter scene forms a part of t|ie exhibit

Professor Klng:i Gordon was host to 
the students of ^^co-operating tbeo 
Ipgjciil.. coliegos" an^ they 'xero .gl^on 
tho opportunity of meeting Mr..'J?orter 
in the informal . discussion that fol- 
lowed his short address. 

Everyone Shares 
l^nja,.brlef manner Mr. Porter touch- 
ed?uiMh the inequitable distribution 
of wealth,. and went on to show that 
although everyone has a share In tho 
responsibility for this condition, the 
greatest' share lies' -with the middle 
class.. And, since the Church Is more 
particularly affiliated with this pre 
dominant class, It should take definite 
stand, for. the formation of a better 
social order. Speaking on the J Japit al - 
istlo syatem.be showed that^^I^^^re- 
sent oconomlo injustice'' continued,' an 
international class war would ensue 
with disastrous results to our civiliza- 
tion. 

There followed a lively discussion in 
which both the professors and stu 
dents participated, and all were unan 
imous. In their appreciation of Mr. 
Porter's illuminating address. "Profes 
Bor Gordon suggested that ali those 
Interested In the question should lend 
their Sjipport to the McGlU Labour 
Club.

«Question Of Protestant And 
Catholic Schools Used 
As Example 

The status of minorities, their 
rights to authority and influence in 
governmental affairs, particularly In 
a democracy which is essentially a 
majority t^government ' was discussed 
and reviewed by the House of Com- 
mons Club at their meeting last 
night. Two papers wore read by 
Eilslo 'Woodlcy and Jessie McLeod, 
but the following discussion allowed 
more scope for a more extensive do> 
bate of the question. 

Elsie ■V\'oodIey dealt with the In- 
fluence of minorities In particular 
cases, giving many concrete exam- 
ples where the Idea of tho majority 
conflicted with tho doings of tho 
minority, as for example, tho well 
known Instance of the teaching of 
evolution In tho schools of Tennes- 
see. This question, she stated, was 
not a question of the Evolutionists 
against.' the government, but of the 
minority against the estaiillshed 
majority. 

Rights of Minorities Discussed. 

The question of Protestant anil 
Catholic Schools' in the province of 
Quebec is an example of the same 
principle which the Jewish minority 
requesting representation on the 
school board; ; further complicated. 

The rights, of minorities In- dem- 
ocratic governments proved to be an 
even more delicate miittor to' .solve, 
for though tho differences of opinion 
constituted by a minority 'stimulate 
wider reasoning and broader 
thought, thus openluET clearer aven^ 
ues of progress, a too general toi 
oration of minorities would result In 
a hopeless dlash of Ideas and conse 
quçnt. confusion. ■ - ' 

Conflict of Ideas Noticeable. 
Tho conflict-^ of ideas in modern 
society is moro notlcéàbïe now; not 
because It Is moro widespread, but 
because tho contest Is mot'e open, 
unfettered, and enjoys more liberal 
freedom. This conflict of. 'ideas ex- 
tends from International arid politic- 
al questions to religious, private and 
Individual dispute as exemplified by 
the numerous societies, 'parties and 
factions of political origin as well 
as the many sects and clubs holding 
various Independent opinions.

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Me Too Formal? 

'^HJPphort time ago a leading American 
/coliimnist in discussing the various at- 
tributes of the larger cities in America, 
cited Montreal as being the most formal. 
Upon comparing Montreal with other large 
cities wo readily realize the truth of the 
above statement. 

• Some people may consider it a high 
honour to have Montreal listed as the most 
formal city in America yet we on the other 
hand fear that this is a rather unfortunate 
attribute to possess. Tîiere is such a thing 
as being too formal and we suspect that 
this is the case in Montreal. Some will say 
that at least McGill is not the reason for 
having this city so recognized yet to all 
intents and purposes our own University 
seems to be the very root from which this 
formality springs.' 

College students are universally con 
Bidered to be the least formal of any of the 
social orders but at McGill the opposite 
seems to be the case. Walk up the Campus 
any morning and note how very, few 
students greet each other. Every day stu 
.dents who are classmates and attend the 
■ same lectures pass on^jgothw:, without a 
^ siign ,of recognition. Suclffwrattituide should 
not exist in a University of all places ;— 
the people in the business world show much 
• more cordiality towards one another. It 
may be contended that this condition is due 
to snob|lflhnés3 or an inferiority complex. 
In a certain few cases this may be true 
hut it is largely due to an over-developed 
sense of formality. 

Despite the cries of the exceedingly 
British, we might take a lesson from our 
neighboiirs to the south in this régàrd; In 
American universities this code, of ultra- 
formality is much less in evidence and stu 
dents are decidedly more friendly to one 
" another. That we are all attending the 
i^^fiameJUnivcrsity should tend to make us 
"■^ treat one another as members of the same 
-,fi__^ 

^reason that the Freshman initia- 
tlwTwas dropped can be traced back to this 
lextreme formality. We considered ourselves 
;■ too grown up, too formal, to bother with 
such.things as paddling the Freshmen. The 
àfaiïing off of college spirit can perhaps be 
Ptttributed to the same cause. Too many 
are above cheering at the games; they leave 
that't'o their younger or older brothers or 
Ij^eir.fathers.

• .From the very first day that fresh 
men and upper year students enter the Uni-

need of it and that eventually he ^yill have 
to obtain it again at some cost 

The magazines in the Reading Room 
are purchased with money supplied by the 
students. If any are lost or torn, they have 
to be replaced ; and it is the same students 
who will eventually have to pay for them.

We are fortunately far at present from the 
llmo when the above maxim will 1)0 universally 
binding. Omliioua rumblings of Its arrival into 
the moral code can however be heard even at 
present. In fact such estimable Individuals as 
field-marshals and foreign ministers heave cav- 
ernoua sighs In anticipation of tlioso glorious days 
prophesied by Wells and Imitated by Isaiah when 
tanks will be turned Into tractors and tho cow 
shall lie with the lion. To this chorus of war- 
dccrlcrs belong also superannuated spinsters, in- 
verts, employees of tho League of Nations and the 
board of directors Of Thomas Cook and Sons, 

As legal theoreticians, however, we must be 
careful to separate the contentions of parties ob- 
viously interested In the result from calm and 
considered logical deductions. Let us look there- 
fore at war In all its manifestations and conclude 
as to Its moral worth. Xobody will deny that 
courage Is a virtue, and one worth striving for; 
yet who manifests this moral attribute better than 
the soldier? Army life develops the men physical- 
ly In a splendid fashion and by Inculcating a sense 
t duty and' obedience trains the- wayward spirit 
t tho idlvldual. And not only doos' the spirit of 
ar react on participants tiiemaclvés but It. also 
has far-reaching effects on the general moral tone 
}f the community. How inspiring, Indeed how ele- 
vating. Is the sight of thousands and thouâfinda of 
nitormcd men, their faces illumined hy a splendid 
vision, marching in unison to slit throats in ac- 
cordance with rules and regulations. Even' a re- 
calcitrant student has been returned to the, 
tralght and narrow path by beholding tho annual 
horse-parade. 

Thus much for the moral benefit acorulng from 
tho tools of WAr. War Itself brings still better re- 
sults. The Increasing mechanization of labour 
and profit-races cause unemplôynient 'and there Is 
no bettor remedy for thi.'î evil than denopulntlon 
of tho area affected without recourse to emigra- 
tion. The most effective way is war. 

It relieves the drab unchanging continuum' or 
peace. It dispenses with tho ncccasity Cor sex- 
subllmallon, thereby reducing tho number of nou- 
asthenics. It prepares future employment by 
destruction. It makes people ardently rellglous ln 
praying for victories. It provides an inexhaustible 
mine of literary material by substituting a dugout 
tor the usual trlangie.^ 

It must be obvious bV now that wor far from 
being Immo- has thé most salutary effect on 
the ethical status of individuals and conimunities 
and must therefore l\e considered as moral as per se.
